Wild Birds nnd Millinery. 


. The BrltlBt-. parliament will probably 
not pass Lord Avelmry's bill for thu 
protection of wild birds, although tho 
house of lords has passed It to a sec- 
ond reading. 
There is general agreo- 


inent as to the need of action nnd ns 
to the purpose of the bill; but doubt Is 
expressed whether the proposed meas- 
ure is wisely devised. The 
hill 
pro- 


hibits the Importation Into the United 
Kingdom, for the purpose of sale or 
exchange, of the plumage, skin or body 
of any wild bird except ostriches, elder- 
(iucks nnd 
wild fowl used for food.

museums, but only under special 11- 
cense; and penalties of five pounds for 
a first offense and £23 for subsequent 
offenses aro 
provided. To American 


travelers In England (he situation is 
not HO Etarlltng as It appears, says tho 
Youths1 Companion, for out of consid- 
eration for the tastes of foreigners it 
Is provided In the bill that parts ot 
birds not included In the list of ex- 
emptions may bo worn by those enter- 
ing CJreat Hrilnin, provided that a writ- 
ten declaration that tho, plumage IB 
not for sale shall be given 
upon 
re- 


uuest. An understanding of the cunsea 
which led to the Introduction of this 
bill ought, however, to restrain every 
right-minded woman from availing her- 
self of such a privilege. There were 
told last year at the fxjndoti plutno 
sales tlii! scapular feathers of 130,000 
egrets, and the skins of more than 28,- 
000 birds at paradise. 
The plumes of 


the egrets are "nesting plumes;" that 
Is, the}' appear only when the birds 
have young, and of course the young 
starve when the 
parents are killed.
